Their rate of increase 
ling alwave bets dtnallar than that of the conntry, The reascn 
fur this is that thronghout our history these atutes have furiishied 
the brain and brawn for the settlement of the west. There has 
been a continuous stream of emigration (ron the Athintic border 
lo the Miswissippi valley, the pluina, the Rooky mountains, and 
the Pacific alopo. Millions upon tnilliond of young men ond 
women of the east have loft their homesta found ompireés in tho 
wost. 

In the northeastern states this drain has #ince 1547 been in 
large part mado up by forsizn migration, and thos hes the 
¢chaneler of the inhabitants of these states in great moasure bean 
changed from the pure English stock of Revolutionary times. 
In the south there has buon no flood of immigration, and the 
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lostos which these states have sustained have been repre 
in purt by the feouncdity of the people.

Inhor. ‘hee has never been any northward move- 
ment of this people of inaguitude sufficient to he poreeptible in 
renane retarn. Indeed, the only important movement among 
them ia sunthward from the bordur states into thoae of the south- 
ern Atlantic and Gulf, from the tolbacvd states into the cotton 
alates |
